Applied Anatomy: 


Injury of the long thoracic nerve leads 
to the paralysis of the muscle. This 
results in winging of the scapula 
(where the scapula stands out as a wing 
on pressing 

forwards with outstretched arm i.e. the 
medial border of the scapula is not in 
contact with the 

thoracic wall).
